There is no question connected with the u»l 
ministration of the law so fertile of litigation 
and so exacting of public attention as di 
vorces. 
That separation of church and state 
which is a cardinal principle of American 
jurisprudence 
is 
now here 
more applicable 
than in that which concerns the marriage re­ 
lation. 
__________ 
It is not perceived why the partnership ere 
ated by marriage should so far differ from a commercial 
partnership, that one may be dissolved at pleasure, 
while the other is absolutely Indissoluble. 
A proper re­ 
gard for the Interests of the state as well as the perser- 
v a lion of domestic happiness would seem to require that 
when the whole object of matrimonial compact had been 
defeated by the habitual, persistent and uncontrollable 
conduct of either party and that relation which should 
represent the acme of human happiness is made to 
stand for all that Is most repugnant to our desires and 
anticipations a severance of the ties should be per­ 
mitted. 
The clergy have generally been outspoken In dentin 
elation of the acknowledged evils of divorces and dis 
erectly silent in respect to their utility, ignoring the 
distinction between the causes for which they may be 
granted and the procedure by which they are obtained. 
I (annot recall a divorce fairly obtained, without fraud 
and upon due and personal notice to the other side that 
did not apparently redound to the welfare of the parties 
and prove a real blessing.

cessive fortunes seem as apt to blight life as to expand 
it; and when they do blight it— breeding selfishness and 
laziness, narrowing association, relaxing fidelity, and 
paralyzing effort 
they bring, not envy, but contempt on 
their possessors. 
There seems to be nothing profitable 
to do with the more enormous fortunes, the rolling up 
of which has made so many observers anxious, but by 
hook or crook to devote the hulk of them to securing 
the welfare of the people from whom they were derived.

TO KILL RED AND BLACK ANTS.

W. W. Skinner, of the Arizona agri­ 
cultural 
experiment 
station, 
some 
time ago sent out this Information on 
a most troublesome pest: 
Ants, the large red and black varie­ 
ties which burrow into the 
ground, 
may be killed comparatively easily by 
the use of carbon bisulphide, a liquid 
chemical of a peculiar, disagreeable 
odor. 
To be entirely successful, however, 
the habits of the ants must be taken 
into consideration. Immediately after 
a rain is the accepted time to attempt 
their destruction, for it is then that 
the ants are very active, bringing out 
into the sun to he dried any of their 
stored-up food supply which may have 
become damp. 
A half teacupful 
more lf the nest 
Is a very large one 
of the carbon bi­ 
sulphide poured into the nest at this 
time will accomplish the result. The 
ground being damp and cool Is an­ 
other decided advantage in 
that 
it 
prevents the too iapld absorption or 
volatlzation of the carbon bisulphide; 
consequently a less quantity of the 
chemical is required. 
A word of caution in the use of the 
carbon bisulphide is deemed necessary. 
It must at all times be borne In mind 
that the substance is highly Inflamma­ 
ble and under certain conditions ex­ 
plosive. 
Matches, pipes, etc., are to 
be left at home when this chemical is 
to be used. Tile carbon bisulphide can 
be procured from any 
druggist, and 
costs 50 cents per pound, but can be 
bought for much less wholesale 
It is probable that the remedy Is nor 
practicable 
on a very large 
scale. 
owing to the cost of material, but it 
frequently happens that these ants se­ 
lect for their home, from our point of 
view-, most undesirable places, such as 
public walks, or near one's door. 
In 
such cases a sure means of eradicat­ 
ing the pest is well worth knowing.— 
Kansas City Star.

LEARN TO COOK CHEAP MEAT TASTILY 
TO REDUCE PRICES OE CHOICE CUTS. 


HOW A B EEF CARCASS IS CUT FOR T H E CONSUMER. 


Supply.

Beef is high or beef is cheap. 
It all depends upon the consumer. 
The 
above Illustration shows how an average 800-pound carcass of beef Is cut 
for the general trade In Denver, says the News-Times, and the average price 
paid for the best grade of beef. 
Taking the cuts as a whole, the prices 
range from 8 cents to 35 cents per pound, according to the portion of the 
carcass from which the meat Is purchased 
In the subdivision of these 
cuts, however, prices actually range from 4 cents per pound to 35 cents per 
pound. 
That Is to say, that the choicest cuts are worth more than eight 
tin es the price demanded for the cheaper cuts. 
The class of carcass Illustrated above costs the butcher from 8 to 9 
cents per pound, so that he Is compelled, In retailing, to sell a large part 
of the carcass for less money than he pays for it. 
Eighty per cent of the 
demand for beef Is for cuts from th e loin and ribs, which constitutes only 
28 per cent of the carcass. 
This is the reason w’hy beef Is high. 
Twenty 
per cent of the people who purchase meat in butcher shops consume 72 per 
cent of the carcass, and that not to exceed 20 cents per pound, with an av­ 
erage of about lf b j cents per pound for the cheaper cuts. 
In the European countries, where the people have learned how to pre­ 
pare and cook the cheaper cuts of beef, the demand is more evenly (-qualized 
over the whole carcass, and instead of the higher priced cuts being worth 
seven to eight times the value of *he cheaper cuts, the difference is not 
over three times the value than for the cheaper cuts. 
It is all in the cook­ 
ing and preparation. 
It Is now' generally conceded that the beef supply Is 
rapidly falling below the demand. 
This means higher prices for beef for 
some time to come, at least. 
It Is In the power of the consumer to equalize 
the demand on the carcass, and thus be able to eat beef at a reasonable 
price. 
Below is a description showing the subdivision of the various cuts in 
the carcass Illustrated above: 
Loin —The loin of beef Is subdivided Into porterhouse or short cuts, 
T-bone and sirloin. 
The porterhouse consists of the first five or six steaks 
from the small end next to the ribs. 
Next to this come the T-bohe steaks, 
regarded by many as the very choicest part of the loin. 
,The last six or 
eight steaks next to the round are known as the sirloin. 
The tenderloin 
Is the Inside portion of the lean meat near the rib end of the loin. 
As a 
rule the tenderloin Is only cut from the cheaper carcasses and the balance 
of the loin Is used for canning In such cases. 
Where the tenderloin Is cut 
from the choice carcass, a fancy price Is charged for It, as It seriously In­ 
jures the value of the rest of the loin. 
Round and Rum p—The rump Is the fleshy portion over the thigh. After 
It Is cut off, the round extends on down to the shank, having only one bone 
near the center. 
Flank 
A section of lean meat overlies the flank, which is stripped off 
and Is known ns the flank steak, and la much sought after. 
The balance of 
the flank is mostly used for sausage and hamburger, but can be bolled. 
Ribs 
This section consists of the first seven ribs and Is mostly used 
for roasts. 
The cuts nearest the loin are considered the choicest and sell 
for the most money. 
Next to the chuck the meat is deeper and rather 
coarser. 
Chuck—The lower eight or ten Inches of that portion marked chuck 
is known to the trade as the “clod.” 
This lies just above the brisket and 
extends up to Hie low'er portion of the neck. 
This is cut mostly for pot 
roasts and contains much lean meat. 
Most of the chuck is cut into steaks, 
the best portions being on the end nearest to the ribs. 
The portion next 
to the neck usually sells for pot roast or boiling. 
Plate 
The plate Is the lower portion of the carcass below the ribs, tak­ 
ing In the covering Of the belly. It Is mostly used for boiling, but contains some 
good meat. 
Brisket 
This takes in the portion between the shank and the clod, or 
lower part of the chuck. 
It Is a very fleshy piece, with some heavy bone, 
but makes fine pot roust or bolling meat. 
Shank- That portion of the shank from the knee, or heel, to the cut 
above, is fleshy, though coarse, and is mostly used for bolling. 
The lower 
part Is mostly bone and sinew, and it is for soup and boiling. . * 
Neck- This part usually sells with a part of the chuck, and Is fit mostly 
for bolling. 
It Is fleshy, but coarse. 
Sirloin Ends 
In some markets the ends of the sirloin and T-bone 
steaks, which run down into the flank, are cut off at the point where the flesh 
widens and are sold separately. 
These ends are coarser than the loin meat, 
but properly cooked are as good as any part of the animal.

there are 2,000,000 victims infected by this parasite, which virtually sucks 
away the vitality of those in whom it finds lodgment. 
The hookworm is a hair like parasite, which enters the human system 
to some extant through the mouth, but generally through the skin. 
It ulti­ 
m ately lodges in the intestines, where it feeds on the mucous membrane, 
forming a poison which, while rarely' fatal, renders the victim anaemic, re­ 
tards development, and, by lowering his vitality, makt * him easily subject 
to typhoid, pneumonia, consumption and other more serious diseases.

Owing to the high price of cotton 
German textile experts have been tu rn ­ 
ing their attention to other fillers that 
might be used as a substitute, and 
recently a company at Chemnitz has 
succeeded in spinning tho fiber con­ 
tained in the seeds of the kapok, or 
sllk-cotton tree of the tropics. 
In its natural state this filler cannot 
be spun, owing to its extreme brittle­ 
ness, but Prof, Goldberg of Chemnitz 
has foil lid a method of treating it to 
make it sptnnable, and the yarn is de­ 
scribed as having a peculiarly 
soft, 
silky feeling. 
The fiber has hitherto 
been in use as a {Kidding material for 
furniture and in making pillows and 
sim ilar articles, and it has answered 
this purpose so well that the cultiva 
tion of trees has been introduced into 
the German colonies of New' Guinea 
and Faint Africa. The fiber has the ad­ 
vantage of being considerably cheaper 
than cotton.

meat 
scraps 
from the great packing houses and 
known by their trade names of meat 
meal or tankage, have rapidly come in 
favor for the large amount of protein 
they supply. The ash or mineral mat­ 
ter of the corn grain is considered 
indigestible for swine, and the ab­

In using, pour into shallow 
pans at the top of the grain bin, and 
close tightly all doors or other open­ 
ings while the liquid is vaporizing. 
Do the work in the daytime, when no 
lantern or artificial light will be nec­ 
essary, for the va|K>r of carbon bisul­ 
phide is highly inflammable and ex­ 
plosive, and there is dai ger of a seri­ 
ous fire when a 
burning 
flame 
is 
brought into its presence. 
For 
the 
same reason do not smoke a pija* or 
cigar when the liquid ig poured into 
the pans. 
The va;>or is also highly 
poisonous, hence one should 
hastily 
leave the bin as soon as the work ii 
done and not re-enter till after tho 
vapor has done its w'ork and the bin 
been 
thoroughly 
aired 
for 
several 
hours 
The vapor is heavier than air 
and settles among the grain, killing 
all insect® in its reach.

O rigin of Some of Our A ppellatives

as the Disciples of Christ. 
The partic­ 
ular event commemorated wan the pub 
Boation of Thomas Campbell's "Dec­ 
laration and Address” at Washington, 
Pennsylvania, in which were set forth 
the principles and ideals about which 
the new church later 
formed 
Itself 
T he Campbells, father and son, as well 
aa moat of their early followers, were 
Presbyterians, but for some yenrsthey 
m aintained a connection with *he Bap­ 
tist Church, owing to their agreement 
on the doctrine of baptism by immer­ 
sion. 
Eighty years ago that connec­ 
tion was severed, and 
the 
Disciples 
ben 'ame 
an 
Independent 
body. 
The 
church has manifested remarkable en- 
I thusiaam and vitality. 
It has to day 
over 
eleven 
thousand congregations 
and a million and a quarter communi­ 
cants. 
It has Increased 
largely 
In 
mem bership during the last 
decade. 
Its strength Is greatest In the Middle 
W est—the heart of the country 
Be­ 
yond comparison, it is the strongest 
religious 
organization 
which 
has 
sprung directly from American 
soil. 
IA return to the simple and sincere re 
[llgious life of the apostolic Christians 
Is the aim of the Disciples 
Evangeli­ 
cal in spirit and doctrine, the church 
nevertheless dispense* with complex 
creeds 
and 
metaphysical 
theology. 
■ k ith in Jesus Christ as th* Son of 
accoy amos of 'b s scriptures as

glera are women, aud that woman will 
cheat at cards every time they get a 
chance? 


It Is not to be supposed that the 
demand for a new title to distinguish 
bachelors from married men will ever 
be satisfied. 
The British empire at 
large Is Invited to suggest one, but 
we seem to have lost the faculty of 
devising new words. 
It would be con­ 
venient. 
We can scarcely grasp the condition 
of society, raised high above the stage 
of barbarism, where titles other than 
those pertaining 
to 
office are un­ 
known. 
It always puzzles an Intel­ 
ligent schoolboy to read one of the 
little speeches In Greek or Latin his­ 
tory, where a rough fellow addresses 
some great 
personage by his bare 
name, as It might be "Thomas” or 
“Jones,” with no Intention or disre­ 
spect, as a m atter of course. 
But lf 
"lord" and "lady” were restricted to 
persona of rank, as is generally sup­ 
posed, it was the same with our own 
people, so far as appears. 
Many vo­ 
cabularies survive from the tenth cen­ 
tury downward, but It is not until the 
thirteenth that we find “m ayster.” 
Those good old words, “gaffer” and 
"gammer,” call for more notice than 
Is granted

generally.

"gaffer” was the farmer, but any man 
of standing could be described 
as 
Gaffer So-and-8o. 
It may ba suspect­ 
ed that this usage was antique; that 
It should have escaped record of no­ 
tice Is not extraordinary. 
Th* origin of “miss” Is so curious 
that one must he circumspect In deal­ 
ing with It. 
The obvious derivation 
Is from mistress, but It Is by no means 
so simple as It looks. 
A date for 
the Introduction can be assigned with­ 
in very few years- which Itself Is re­ 
markable. 
John Evelyn gives a num­ 
ber 
of 
references 
the abbreviation 
was new and shocking to him. 
In 
1662 he goes to see the “fair and fa­ 
mous comedian Roxalana,” and there 
hears talk of misses, "as at that time 
they began to call these 
women.” 
There Is redundant evidence to the 
same effect 
Never did word undergo 
a stranger transform ation! 
The rea­ 
son is that It supplied a “felt want,” 
growing more and more urgent con­ 
tinually, and the public seized upon 
it, regardless 
of 
Its 
associations— 
brushed them aside and forgot them. 
In less than fifty years we find "miss” 
thoroughly established.

JAPANESE PRINTERS' TRIALS. 


W o r k In rn B a b e l o f Nota* w i t ! t i * 
A ld o f M a n y A s s i s t a n t s . 
lf the t>resetters of the 
western 
worlds have their troubles, they ar* 
nothing compared with those of the 
Japanese composing room, an exchange 
says. 
The Japanese, like their brethren, 
the Chinese, employ a written language 
-—w hat might be called a literary dia­ 
lect—-that Is quite different from the* 
colloquial tongue. 
In 
other 
words,. 
they do not, as we, write as they speak. 
This proceeding requires the printing 
of their Journals In two languages, the 
‘ Kuna” and the square characters serv­ 
ing as a key to the other. These square 
characters are modeled 
on 
Chinese 
Ideographs, a Jumble of geometric fig­ 
ures, crosses, etc., presenting a pictur­ 
esque zigzag effect. 
There are 4,000 to 5,000 of these ideo­ 
graphs in everyday use. 
The composi­ 
tor must therefore be something of a 
scholar, In the oriental sense, to ba 
able to recognize the 
characters 
at 
sight. 
In order to facilitate his task 


rh much a s possible, the arrangem ent 
of his workroom is 
something 
like 
this: 
The compositor seats himself at a 
little table, upon which are 
spread 
forty-seven Hana characters. 
As he 
receives copy he cuts It into 
sm all 
strips, handing each strip to a 
boy. 
This boy marches along the room un­ 
til he has finally been able to collect 
from a number of cases arranged la 
files down the roam the different Ideo­ 
graphs desired. 
About six or seven* 
boys are thus employed lu the average 
Japanese 
composing 
room 
ru nning 
hither and thither. 
As they go their 
rounds In search of the 
ideographs 
they keep up a dirgelike chant, which, 
wmuld certainly he very trying to th# 
nerves of any but an oriental. 
When the boys have collected 
all 
their Ideographs they place them be­ 
fore the compositor, who then has re­ 
course to a pair of goggles in order to 
decipher the characters, fish out tho 
corresponding types in the 
"K ana” 
character, and finally set up the whole* 
for proving. 
The proofs 
are 
sung 
aloud by one reader to another, th u a 
adding to the 
confusion 
of 
w eird 
•ounds already reigning In the room.

When one considers 
the 
frightful 
consequences of gathering and eating 
poisonous mushrooms in mistake for 
the edible variety, it la little short o f 
marvelous that one without knowledge 
should dare go Into the fields 
and 
woods and pick and eat any of the 
fungi growing there. 
If oue Is thoroughly familiar with 
some particular variety of edible m ush­ 
room, and can distinguish It at sight 
from all others, however similar in 
color and form. It is safe to eat th at 
particular variety; but one must be­ 
ware of other kinds that resemble It, 
for however slight the difference in 
appearance, one may be edible and th# 
other poisonous. 
There Is no absolute 
rule for distinguishing the edible front 
the poisonous kinds, and It Is better*, 
therefore, to give no general rules, 
but to follow only one: 
Suspect every 
mushroom which you do not 
knowr 
positively to be edible. 
To this rule*, 
perhaps, may be 
added 
a 
second: 
I*earn to distinguish the whlte-sporedi 
agarics and avoid them all; 
for al­ 
though there Is an edible species, i t 
requires an expert to tell it, and the- 
poison of another species Is 
deadly,, 
and there Is no known antidote for It. 
The chief poisons In mushrooms are 
two In number—muscarln and phallin^ 
The first of these produces symptoms- 
resembling those of alcoholic Intoxica­ 
tion, followed by convulsions or par­ 
alysis. collapse, and death from heart 
failure These symptoms come on soon* 
after the mushrooms have been eaten. 
In poisoning by phallin the symp­ 
toms do not appear until several hours- 
after the meal. 
They resemble chol­ 
era. beginning with severe abdomina? 
pain. Boon followed by vomiting, purg­ 
ing and collapse. 
In all cases of mushroom-poisoning*, 
vomiting should be Induced an soon a f 
possible, and a large dose of casto r 
oil may be given to hasten the elim­ 
ination of any as yet unabsorbed por­ 
tions of the mushroom. 
Stim ulants are needed 
to 
support 
the heart, and 
milk 
containing 
an* 
abundance of magnesia or bt-carbonai# 
of sodium may be given 
Injections of a salt solution into the­ 
rein* and—in case of muscarln poi­ 
soning 
hypodermic Injections of atro­ 
pin are often employed by physician* 
with benefit.
